From Canal Street to Seventy-sec- 
ond Street the boulevard will be ele- 
vated. Presumably it will skirt the 
landward end of the piers, without 
seriously encroaching on the broad ex- 
panse of West Street and Twelfth 
Avenue, and then will form a bridge 
over the New York Central freight 
yard, which lies between Fifty-ninth 
and Seventy-second Streets. Through- 
out this stretch the marginal beauties 
of the river are irretrievably lost, but 
the new “ elevated ’’ will do no appre- 
clable damage to its neighborhood of 
docks and warehouses, and. it will 
: d a view of the broad expanse 
of Bi ater, with its picturesque ship- 
ping, and of the Jérsey shore. Sixty 
feet of roadway will permit six streams 
of cars, three in either direction. At 
intervals roughly corresponding to 
stations on the Sixth Avenue elevated, 
there will be ramps to and from the 
surface. These, instead of clogging 
side streets, will run in the north-and- 
south direction of the boulevard and 
will pierce it at its centre. On gaining 
the upper level, a car will find itself 
inthe innermost of three lines of traf- 
tic, reserved for more slowly moving 
cats. The two oiiter streams will -be 
giyen up to rapidly moying “ through ”’ 
traffic. Mr. Mruter calculates that 
there will be room for 5,000 cars an 
hour, or more than twice the present 
maximum on Fifth Avenue. This 
“elevated express highway ’’ will be 
built “ altogether on city property ’”’ 
and will cost only $11,000,000. At 
Seventy-second Street it will end on 
the high land where Riverside Drive 
begins. The road will then follow the 
surface down toward the foot of River- 
side Park. There it will run above 
the trench into which the railway 
tracks are to be sunk and along the 
landscaped margin of the river. Ac- 
cording: to. current reports, the New 
York Central tracks south of the 
freight yard are to be sunk into sub- 
ways. 

With this admirable beginning, a 
marginal boulevard around the entire 
island seems@ assured. Land values 
undoubtedly would respond to it. Slum 
tenements and. unsightly commercial 
structures would give way to “ new- 
law ’’ apartment houses, to hospitals 
and the like. With a few new bridges, 
Manhattan would be made easily ac-- 
cessible from all the wide regions of 
its environs. And while adding to 
the beauty, to the convenience and 
wealth of the city, a. marginal. boule- 
vard would notably relieve the conges- 
tion of the central avenues.

COLONELHASKELL’S VINDICATION. 

The objection to the appointment of 
Colonel Hasketn to command the 
New York National Guard, that he 
had shown. Bolshevist sympathies in 
his relief work in Russia, was so 
short-lived that Secretary CuaR_es of 
the American Defense Society must 
have taken himself to task for making 
such a fuss about nothing. There has 
never been a scintilla of evidence that 
Colonel HaSKELL had incurred suspi- 
cion of Soviet leanings, ‘* Colonel 
}HASKELL,’’ says Secretary Hoover, 
who was his superior in the salvage 
of millions of starving people in Rus- 
sia and thé Near East, ‘‘ was never 
* pro-Bolshevistic. In fact, he was 
“ absolutely the contrary. He is. as 
** good an American as walks, and has 
** been a most distinguished public 
** servant.”’ Even a casual inspection 


of Colonel Haske.u’s writings would 


have shown that the charge against 
him should never have been made. It 
was an idle and malicious rumor, for 
which, however, no one. would feel like 
holding Mr.,Ricuarp A. CHaRuzs offi- 
cially responsible. - 

“The man that makes a character 
makes foes,’’ wrote Dr. Epwakp 
Younc ina letter to Popz. Probably it 
was because Colonel HasKELL, came 
out of Russia so critical of Soviet. mis- 
government during the famine and 36 
completely. out of.sympathy..with it 
that the tale which imposed upon the 
Secretary of the American Defense So- 
ciety was Invénted.

SOVIET-STRATEGY IN MANCHURIA. 

The Moscow Government has lodged“ 
a vigorous protest at Peking against 
the high-handed conduct of Chinese 
troops along the line of Russia’s sec- 
tion of the Manchurian Railway south 
of Harbin. This sudden rift in the 
lute of- Moscow-Peking friendship 
needs close consideration, as a special 
dispatch from the Chinese capital in 
yesterday's Times suggests. Even if 
the Soviet Government were not on 
the very best of terms with General 
Frna, who is now on top at Peking, it 
might be asked why Russia should 
hold the Central Government to ac- 
count for what goes on in Manchuria. 
That country is the private preserve of 
Cuano Tso-LIn, and the soldiers who 
have been seizing Russian trains are 
Cuano’s. soldiers. It is a state of 
affairs which the Soviet Government 
recognized in October, . 1924, when, 
shortly after signing a treaty of the 
utmost amity with China, Moscow 
| turned around and recognized CHaNna’s 
authority In Manchuria, to the extent, 
it is ‘gsaid,of acknowledging the “ sov- 
ereign ’’ rights of the three Eastern 
provinces. . 

The Russian protest at Peking should 
therefore be regarded as merely a pro 
forma gesture. The real threat is in 
the protest simultaneously lodged at 
Mukden. If the Red Army is set in 
motion, it will be against General 
CHANG, Altogether the Russian move 
involves the intrusion of a very stout 
Moscow finger into the domestic Chi- 
nese pie. General CHANG, ‘after’ his 
recent remarkable come-back, is now 
reported to be mobilizing against Rus- 
sia’s friend; General Ferenc.’ « Another 
of Fena’s armies is being threatened 
by General Wu Pzi-ru. In this emer- 
gency it is no disservice to Freno if 
his Russian’ friends create a problem 
for C#ana to'deal with close at home 
in Manchuria. .That the Russian 
threat will be put into effect is not 
very likely. The presence of Red 
troops in Manchuria would raise the 
danger of complications with Japan. 
And in the improbable event that Rus- 
sians and Japanese clash again in 
Manchuria after an interval ‘of twenty 
years, Chinese public opinion, which 
has sedulously been cultivated to re- 
gard Russia as the only true friend 
among the Powers, would find it hard 
to, distinguish between’ a Rubsian 
Romanoff Army and ea Russian Red 
Army. It would be the same old 
rivalry for domination in Eastern Asia 
at the expense of China. 

Such ambitions can scarcély be cher- 
ished by the Soviet Government. The 
Bolshevist régime is not in a position 
to indulge. in foreign adventure. It 
has been, @ble to capitalize Chinese 
sympathies by denouncing the impe- 
rialism of the “ capitalistic ’’ Powers, 
and it Is: not apt to throw away the 
advantage by going-in for imperialism 
oh its own account. Nevertheless, one 
might ask what Moscow would have 
said of a threat presented by an} other 
Power.against the violation of prop- 
erty rights.
